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FIRST DAT—HORNING SESSION—CONTINUED. 

SPEECH OF ROBERT PURVIS. 

Mr. Chairman : In allowing my name to be published 
as one of the speakers for this mornrag, which I have 
seoted to do, a* the earnest request of the Committee, 
is due to myself to say that I have acted with great re* 
lactance. Not that I am not deeply interested in this 
cause, nor that I have not clear convictions and strong 
feelings on the subject. Oa the coutrary, my interest is 
too intense for expression, and my convictions and feelings 
are so vivid and overpowering that I caDnot trust myself 
in attempting to give them utterance. Sir, I envy those 
who, with cooler blood or more mental self-command, can 
rise before an audience like this, and deliberately choose 
their words and speak their thoughts in calm, measured 
phrase. This is a task, sir, to which Pam not adequate- 
I must either say too much or too little. If I let my heart 
play freely and speak out what I think and feel, I am ex¬ 
travagant, as people call it. If I pat a curb on my feel¬ 
ings and try to imitate the cool and nniropassioned manner | 
of others, 1 cannot speak at all. Sir, how can any man 
with blood in bis veins, and a heart pulsating in his bosom, 
and especially how can any colonred man, think of the 
oppression of this country and of the wrongs of his race, 
and then express himsglf with calmness and without 
passiou (applanse). 

Mr. Chairman, look at the facts—here, in a conDtry 
with a sublimity of impudence that knows no parallel, 
setting itself up before the world as a free country, a land 
of liberty ! “ the land of the free, and the home of the 
brave," the “freest country in all the world ”Gracious 
God 1 and yet here are millions of men and women groan¬ 
ing under a bondage the like of which the world has 
seen—bought and sold, whipped, manacled, killed all the 
day long. Yet this is a free country! The people have 
the assurance to talk of their free institutions. How 
I speak of such a country and use language of moderation ? 
How can I, who, every day, feel the grinding hoof of this 
despotism, and who am myself identified with its victims? 
Sir, let others, who can, speak coolly on this subject: I 
onnuot, aud I will not (applause). 

Mr. Chairman, that I may make sure of expressing the 
precise sentiment which I wish to present to this meeting, 

I will offer a resolution. Jt is one which I had the honour 
of presenting to a meeting lately held in the City of] 
Philadelphia, but to which I did not speak as I could 
have desired, for the reasons which I have already stated 
The resolution is as follows:

Mr. Cbaiiman, this resolution expresses just what I 
think and feel about this new-fangled doctrine of the j 
anti slavery character of the American Constitution. 
Sir, with all doe respect to the Hon. Gerrit Smith, who 
is a noble and a good man, aDd one whom, from my sonl, 

I honour with alt due respect—I say to the noble-minded, 
large-hearted Gerrit Smith, I must say, that the doctrine 
of the anti-slavery character of the American Constitu¬ 
tion seems to me one of the most absurd and preposterous 
that ever was broached. It is so contrary to history and 
common sense, so opposite to what we and every mam 
and especially every coloured man, feel and know to be 
the fact, that I have not patience to argue about it. I 
kuow it is said that the word “ slave ” or “ slavery ” is 
not to be found in the document. Neither are these 
words to be found in the Fugitive Slave law. But will 
nny man pretend, on this account, that that infamous 
statute is ao anti-slavery statute, or that it is not one of 
the most atrocious and damnable laws that ever disgraced 
the annals of despotism (applause). I know, sir, that I 
t ere are some fine phrases in the Preamble about “ estab- 1 
is ling justice ” and " securing to onrsclves and onr pos- 
nty the blessiDgs of liberty.” But what does that | 
prove ? Does it prove that the Constitution of th^Jnited 
states is an anti-slavery document ? Then Mr. Buchanan’s

strong enough to express, my admiration of the Aboli¬ 
tionists of this country, and my gratitude to them for 
what they have done for the confessedly oppressed coloured 
people in it. And Id saying this, I believe I utter the 
sentiments of all the true coloured men in the country 
I know, sir, there are coloured men, some of them occupy¬ 
ing prominent places before the public, who lose no oppor¬ 
tunity of traducing and mia-epresenting the character 
and coarse of the Garrisonian Abolitionists; but, sir, 
Sr«t insertion, | these are men without principle, men who are actuated by 
the basest selfishness, and in whose hearts there is not a 
spark of genuine love for the cause of freedom. They 
value anti-slavery not for what it i3 in itself, or for what 
it is doing for the slave, but for wbat it does or fails to do 
for themselves personally. Sir, I should be ashamed and 
mortified to believe that these men represented truly the 
views and feelings of the people of colour in this country. 
They do not. 

But, Mr. Chairman, I am getting away from the sub¬ 
ject of the resolution ; and, as I have occupied more time 
than I intended, I will bring my remarks to a close at 
ODce, making way for one who, though following after, is 
greatly preferred before us—one upon whom no higher 
praise can be pronounced than the simple enunciation of I 
his name—Wendell Phillips (applanse). 

At the conclusion of Mr. Parvis’s speech, the Presi¬ 
dent announced that a collection would be taken up to 
defray tbe expenses of the meeting. It was the misfortune 
of the Anti-Slavery Society, having no large balls or meet¬ 
ing-houses proffered to them, to be compelled to hire a 
hall so large and magnificent as this, at very great cost, 
so tbat the whole expense of holding this anniversary 
would be not less than §500. A committee bad been ap¬ 
pointed, at a preliminary meeting last evening, who would 
solicit contributions of the audience, and in tbe meantime 
Mrs. Locv Stone would make a few remarks. 

SPEECH OF LUCY STONE, 
any honest effort to serve tbe anti-slavery cause 
desired an apology, I certainly ought to make one 
for speaking here to-day. I came up to this meeting 
simply to bless my own soul with tbe earnest words that 
I knew would be beard here, and no one here expected 
less, perhaps, to be heard than I when I came in. But 
there is one thought that occurred to me, sitting here, 
which it seems to me needs to be said, and it is this : 
All the speeches tbat have preceded me have been like the 
resolutions to which our friend Pillsbury referred ; they 
seem to have a little loophole out of which all the women 
the audience will be likely to slip through and fail to 
feel what needs, on their part, to be done. 

One or tbe speakers talks of the Methodist Church and 
its General Conference, tbe Presbyterian General Assem¬ 
bly, and tbe political parties ; and the women listen and 
say, “ The General Conference are all men ; the General 
Assembly of tbe Presbyterian Church are men ; the politi¬ 
cal parties are men ; what have I to do with their action ? 
The Constitution of the United States was made by 
and, unfortunately, the Constitution does not allow me to 
express my action politically.” And so,as tbo women sit 
and listen to all this talk, they are too apt to think that, 
although it is all very necessary to be said, it is not 
directed to them. 

I know what it is rih a woman sitting in tbe audience 
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to listen. I know tbat, from the general customs of 
society, the field in which women act is not the field in 
which men act. There are few men who come to tbe 
platform to speak; fewer still of women; and from, the 
various modes of popular action, appropriated by common 
consent and custom to men, women are mostly excluded. 
Still, women have a place and a position through which 
they may exert even a bettor and more powerful influence 
their way than men. The iufluences that act upon men 
1 not act upon us. Weare not made timid in our action 
turuugk - 


• relations will be injured. If we speak a word or 
act in favour of the slave, as a general thing we are out of] 
the influence of the motives which too often control men’ 
action. Now, I want to say to the women tbat we an 
really in tbe midst of a revolution, and, though tbe women 
are not in the open field where the bullets are flying, yet, 
after all, there is a power behind which is just as necessary 
in the great moral battle. We are like tbe main-spring 
of tbe watch, wbicb, though concealed from view, moves 
tbe whole machinery. Do not understand me as sayiDg 
that we ought to be concealed, but that the motive-power 

in tbe bauds of those who are the especial guardians of 
the race at that early period when the characters of men 
are moulded. It is not possible for the child that 
tottling at your side, tbat sits listening upon your knee 
and hears your words of instruction, not to be influenced 
in its future action by your teaching. Now, when there 
personal liberty bill before the country, tell it 
your household and explain to your little child the reas 
of it; and forget not, at the same time, to tell them tbat, 
to the shame of the community, woman can have nothing 
to do with making that personal liberty bill, but is utterly 
shut out from all political action by tbe theory of the 
government And when the Dred Scott decision springs 
upon us, and half the nation stands aghast, tell your house¬ 
hold what will be the result, and the smallest child c 
comprehend you. And when men are shot down 
Kansas, tell your children why it is and what istbecai 
lying beneath the surface that makes it so, and, from the 
to the largest in your household, the influence of 
your words will be felt. Why is it that children will 
sacrifice their candy and devote their pennies to the send¬ 
ing of a tract to heathen children five thousand miles away ? 
It is because their mothers take them upon their knee and 
tell them, in a way that only mothers can tell, of the needs 
of tbe little children in heathen lands. Just as those 
mothers make the missionary treasury to grow fnller, just 
make the treasury to grow fuller for the 
than heathen at home. Remember that while yoor foot 
tbe cradle, it is on a source of power stronger than 
his who casts the bullet; and, standing in that place of 
responsibility, let no hour pass without deepening in the 
minds of your little ones the impression of hatred of a 
system out of which come such scenes as those in Kansas, 
out of which comes the prostration of the honoured head 
of Charles Sumner, out of which come the Fugitive Slave 
law and the Dred Scott decision—a system which makes 
politicians of every school toadies, and the descendants of | 
the fathers of’76 unworthy of the manhood that ought to 
belong to them in the midst of the revolution that is now 
upon us (applause). 

The President then introduced Wendell Phillips. 
SPEECH OF MR. PHILLIPS. 

I will not detain the audience by any long remarks. 
Indeed, after all that has been raid, I am very glad to feel 
that there is no necessity to do so. Although my friend, 
Mr. Higginson, thought that he did not fully and entirely 
represent the essential character of this Society, I am 
willing, for one, to leave at least nine-tenths of the princi¬ 
ples which underlie its feet as the representative of our 
movement. I do not care, as be did not, what any man 
before me maintains as to the character of the American 
Constitution ; it has long ceased to be a question of the 
slightest moment. Governments are not made; they 
grow—grow like the oak from the seed and the soil, from 
the dew and the sunshine. Our government has grown 
up out of the character of the people; what that cbarac. 

evinced in the practice of oar government, un¬ 
broken, unchangeable, not heterogeneous, but all of one 
colour and character from beginning to end—a govern¬ 
ment which Gov. Boutwell, of Massachusetts, a Democrat, 
suspected of being a sentimentalist nor of being | 
deluded by any over-fondness for liberty, within a month 
described to me as, in his opinion, a conspiracy against 
justice, and, said he, “ I don’t use the term as poetical, as 
picturesque, as an exaggerated statement; I use it in 
literal sober truth. At Washington, the Federal Govern-j 


ment is a conspiracy—and a conspiracy against justice- 
Against that conspiracy,” he went on to say, “ the object 
of every honest man must be to marshal the public opinion 
of the North. Within twenty years it will be settled 
which side the victory rests—whether the government 
pass® into a despotism or whether subverted liberty rules 
in these thirty-one States.” Now, if tbat is tbe’concln- 
sion to which a Democrat, high in office, never suspected 
of anti-slavery leanings, comes—if that is the character 
which he gives tbe government—it certainly will surprise j 
one that an Abolitionist, with his eye constantly fixed 
upon the essential tendency of the government, shall be 
willing to ignore a parchment and judge only by the 
fruits. I judge, both in Church and State, by the fruits. 

My friend Pillsbury reads us, very properly and with 
great force, tbe speeches and resolutions of conventions 
and eminent divines. I do not try the Christianity of this 
nation in bis method. My method is different. If I have 
a vase of nitric acid aDd in it I pnt a mass of chalk, I 
know there will be agitation; if there is not, it is not 
chalk that I have put in. So, if into a nation of sinners 
I drop Christianity, there will be agitation; if there is 
not, I do not drop it (applause). Now, when I walk up 
and down New York, Philadelphia, Boston, Cincinnati 
—the qneen cities of their States—and look up to str^V 
palacea (if popular, fashionable religion, and find cburcLe* 
cushioned in the affectionate confidence of a people, ihe 
corner-stone of whose government is to smother tbe pre¬ 
judice, as they term it, which makes a Christian love his 
feliow-man, and the test of whose allegiance is to hunt 
slaves—when into such a nation I drop down, from tbe 
decency of Washington to tbe bottomless pit of Franklin 
(applause)—when I drop into such a government 
forty thousand churches, and witness no commotion, I 
can’t be mistaken in the character of that government, 
and therefore I must be mistaken in the character of the 
church® (applause). 

So I judge of the State. My friend Higginson thought 
the underground railroad a weakness. It is so. He 
thought it a badge of disgrace. I know it. I am tryiug 
get rid of the yoke; I dare not get rid of it 
expense of tbe slave; I dare not say to the fugitive who 
dares not tell bis own name in the streets of Boston that 
it is safe for him to stay there. My nights are haunted 
by tbe vision of Anthony Burns, harried down State 
street, amid 2,000 muskets borne by the brat blood of | 
Boston churches; and while that vision lasts, I dare not 
tell the fugitive slave he is safe in the shadow of those 
steepl®. But I do my way, as he do® his. I love beyond 
expression those Boston pavements over which my mother 
held up ray baby footsteps; and if God grants me the 
time and the power, I mean to make them sacred enough 
to shelter the footsteps of the slave (long and repeated 
applause). But now, while those facts stand in my face, 

I must, as he do®, accept the disgrace of the underground 
railroad, for I cannot ignore the facts. 

Three years ago, in the Senate of the United States, 
yonr favourite statraman, Seward, accepted the Southern 
challenge. He said, in words as near as I can remember, 

“ Gentlemen of the slave States, come on; there is no 
avoiding your challenge; I accept it in the name of 
Liberty; let us fight out the straggle on the virgin soil 
of Kansas, and God give the victory to that side wbicb 
is stronger in numbers, as it is in right.” The exalting 
tone in which he accepted that challenge, what has three 
years said to it? Kansas, beyond all doubt, as I think, 
will come in as a slave State; and, stronger os we have 
been in numbers, stronger as we have been in right, in 
the language of the old Book, “ on the sido of the op. 
pressor there is power,” and that power writ® its con- 
qu®t on tbe virgin soil of Kansas. 

Far west, in Oregon, as we iearo from 
this very month is *» ■“ * Constitution, which 

„:n —inertly be a slave Constitution. Caba is to be 
a jewel wrenched from the crown of Spain. Texas is to 
be divided into two or three slave Stut®. If Southern 
signs are to be trusted, the slave trade is to be revived 
and the stigma of illegality and piracy stricken from the 
statute-book against it. 

Who rays tbat the North can prevent aught of this? 
When has she succeeded ? Where is the single instance 
in which the North has succeeded ? Stronger we are in 
numbers — y®; stronger in right, doubtless; but the 
world is not ruled by numbers. Tbe day is far distant 
when the world is to be ruled by majoriti®. I think it is 
no unfair statement of tbe anti-slavery position to say 
this: Within the last twenty years the anti-slavery idea 
bas grown beyond all expectation. Nobody, however 
sanguine, could have hoped to have had a greater advance 
than we have bad in moulding tbe public sentiment of tbe 
Northern Stat®. It tak® a great while to plant an id®. 

We are too mach apt to be in a hurry. Oaks do not 
grow in a day. It took God two thoosand years, it used 
up a whole people to plant a single id®—Ihe unity of the 
Godhead—in the breast of the human race (applause). 
Tbe whole Jewish people and tbe whole tract of the OJd 
Testament (let me say it reverently) were employed in 
that one almighty purpose. So, in this country, it bas 
taken two centuries, with all its experience and nil its 
heroism, to elaborate in the American heart this id®— 
the sovereignty of the Dation—national independence. 
Yon may snbdae America to almost anything, but there 
is one thing I firmmly believe : you ran never bend it to 
become a vassal of a foreign State (applanse). It has 
taken two centnri® to root that id® in the very blood 
of the American race, and, in my opinion, that is the only 
thing which this nation has learned ~in two centnri®. 
How long it will take to teach us the sovereignty of the 
individual I do qpt know, but that is the id® which the 
anti-slavery enterprise is labonring to plant in the Ameri¬ 
can conscience. You must not be too much in a hurry. 
m e gaining fast enough, and the government is gain- 
the same ratio; tbe organization strengthens itself | 
same proportion. Within the last twenty yrars 
every triumph of institutions has been on tbe side of tbe 
South ; every triumph of ideas bas been on our side ; but 
at the same time, ideas make but slow bradway against 
rich, popular, active organization. 

In the brief moment left me let me use this id®, 
e not obliged to fall back on nnorganized ideas for 
thing better. When men propose the disunion qnestion, 
it is usually to advance it simply as an individual protest 
against the colossal Federal Government. We are not 
driven to that issue; we have the sovereignty of the 
Stat® to which we may take refuge. Do not suppose 
that when the Federal Government is gone, we are left in 
anarchy. Do not suppose that when the Government at 
Washington bas vanished like a monster dream, we are 
left without government. If we were, I should not 
despond. I can face even that problem without fright, 
for I believe in tbe capacity of the Yankee race to do 
without government. It is the proadrat moment in the 
history of Massachusetts—prouder than Banker Hill, 
prouder than the Med case, prouder than t'r.e hour when 
Plymouth rock cropped out a second time, in the birth of 
pioneer, with the doctrine of Immediate Emancipation 
(applause)—when, without a kingly government, without 
any government, Massachusetts, for five months, lived 
orderly and legally by the simple vigour of the character 
of her people. She got to that sublime reach of popular 
education when the perfect man do® without laws. I 
believe that if the dissolution of the Union were the dis¬ 
solution of the Government, it would not be frightful. 
Why? Because the blood and bon® of the genuine 
Yankee are constitututionally orderly, and that he do® not 
need a government (laughter). Put a Yank® baby of 
six months old on his feet and he will begin to say, “ Mr. 
Chairman,” and call the next cradle to order (great 
applause). It is in the blood. A genuine Yank® on the 
prari® carri® a school-house, a meeting-house, a town 
house and a ballot-box all in him, and it crops out the 
, moment it is needed (laughter). 


But you are not left to that alternative. Dissolve the 
Federal Government and you have got town governments, I 
selectmen, constables, 6,000 of them in the 16 Stat®. 
Over them you have got County governments, Probate 
Courts, Common Pleas Courts, thiev® caught, drad men’ 
®tat® rattled, marring® solemnized and dissolved. Over 
that you have State governments, with the in®timable 
blessings of taxation (laughter). All this remains to yon 
after the Federal Government is gone. All the 
society are perfect; there is no anarchy; there is no 
loosening of the bands of the social system. There is no 
fear on that side, therefore. On the other side, in the dis¬ 
solution of the Uuion, in the recognition of the fact that 
in these State and town organizations rests the real power 
of tbe anti-slavery id®, yon have this historical idea : 
The Saxon blood do® not decide questions by the bullet; 
Sharpe’s rifi® are not a Saxon tool. Thank God, the 
blood we boast never yet bowed to the sword. We have 
bran ruled, ever since we emerged from tbe GermaD 
forests, by thought—thought in the form of law. There 
is more terror in the writ of a constable to the State of I 
Massachusetts than there is in the whole State of South 
Carolina with Sharpe’s riff® in every hand. I would 
thank God from the 1st day of January to the 31st day 
of December if He would allow the Sisva P™?- to be so 
rOrgetful as to provoke New England to tword and j 
musket (applause). When Lexington and Banker Hill 
sprak a second time, they will be heard (applause). But, 
bless you, Mr. Pr®ident,the South never plays her cards 
so clumsily as tbat. Do you suppose, with the whole 
pack in her right haDd. she means to be such a fool 
put anytbmg like that chance in onr way? No, indeed. 
She pkys her game more adroitly ; she hid® herself be-1 
hind judicial ermine; she attacks tbe Saxon blood tbrongb 
the bench and through tbe law-abidiog elements; she 
says, “ Hava I not got a Constitution; is not this the 
opinion of the Supreme Court; is not this law? Bow.” 
And tbe North, that has l®rned from Daniel Webster, 
and from all the other leaders, that tbe Supreme Court is 
the final interpreter of the Constitution, bows her head 
and says, “ Amen i ” In the language of Seward, she 
cepts the challenge. It is a false one. When the Supreme 
Court speaks to South Carolina, she repli®: “lam no 
slave of the Supreme Bench ; you are no final interpreter 
to me; if I like your decision, well; if I do not like it, I 
shan’t obey it.” 

Now, you see the deficiency; the North with her bands 
tied by her love of law, the South free by her disregard 
of all courts, how i9 sucli a battle to be fought? The 
first element of victory is not in cannon, nor muskols 
the hearts of the men that go to buttle (applause); 
in the purpose with which meu fight. The South 
has her catalogue of institutions; it begins with slavery ; 
the racoDd item is slavery, and the third is slavery ; turn- 
the leaf, and it is slavery all through. As the Latiu 
proverb says, she knows what she wants and she wauts it 
with a will. The North do® not know what she wants. 
Her catalogue is tariff, bank, internal improvements, aud 
“ God bless you,sir, let me make money ’’ (laughter); and 
the consequence is that, like two neighbours quarrelling, 
one knows a secret which the other would Dot have told 
for the world, and that one is master of the other, for in 
every stringent point of time he has but to hold up his 
finger and say, “ I’ll tell,” and the other quails. Tbut is 
exactly the position of the North and the South for sixty 
yrars. 

Now, I do not care what id® a man forms of the Con¬ 
stitution ; I do not care what his hopes are of Kansas ; I 
do not care wbat his ideas are of Cuba; I do not care if ] 
lie is insane enough to believe in the inunhood of James 
liH U b(s^ care w * lat bia creeb is ’ '*1 
these obstacl® and through them, he will aid me in abol¬ 
ishing slavery, come what will. If he will make up his 
mind to that, and avow it, the battle is half fought. If 
the Republican will ray, “ My object is to take tbat Caro¬ 
lina slave by tbe hand and raise him into freedom ; I do 
not know whether the Constitution will go to piec® in the 
effort; but if it do®, let it ”—if he will say that, it is all I 
ask of him. Goethe says, if you plant an oak in a flower¬ 
pot, ODe of two things mast happen : either the oak will 
die or the flower-pot will break. Now, I go for the oak, 
There is a rat of men who are exceedingly tender of the 
flower-pot-jthe Constitution; I want to exorcise tbat 
timidity. 

Let ns take an illustration of that kind of men. When 
Washington was encamped on Dorchester heights, over¬ 
looking Boston, and the English had possesion of tbe city, 
you know it is said that a council was held as to whether 
he should bombard Boston in order to drive the English 
out, and the tradition is that John Hancock was consulted. 
Now, John Hancock was the richest man in New Eng¬ 
land ; he bad a million of dollare in rral estate under the 
fire of those cannon ; and yet he is raid to have made that 
sublime answer which entitled him to write bi3 name at 
the head of the Declaration of Independence so large that 
D®r-sighted George the Third could have rrad it across 
the Atlantic (laughter)—he is raid to have replied, “ Can¬ 
nonade ! brat down B®ton 1 do anything that is neces¬ 
sary.” Suppose, instead of tbat, he had said, “ Y®, bom¬ 
bard B®toD, but take care yon don’t touch my honse iu 
~ street.” When Putnam and Warren stood 
tbe height of Bunker Hill, you remember tbat sublim®t 
of all orders tbat “ Old Pat ” gave to bis men : “ Wait, 
boys, till you see the whites of their eyes.” Suppose, 
iustead of that, just as they were coming to the encounter, 
a messenger had come up and said, “ The Congregational 
Church is on fire,” and the old General had said, “ Stop, 
boys, let ns go down and save that shingle,” would he 
have ever conquered ? When Wellington drew np that 
hollow square of bayonets, six thick, against which tbe 
French cuirassiers broke thwnselv® like sra-birds 
storm, suppose, instead of raying to his men, “ There is tbe 
French army; annihilate it, no matter what yon ruin 
God’s earth will remain and we ran build better structures 
to-morrow,” he had raid, “ Fire, but take care you don’t 
hurt that mil], or touch a board of tbat fence,” would be 
have ever brat? When Lord Brougham was < 
tbe Qaeen iu the House of Lords and was asked, “ How 
far will you go ?” “ Go! ” said be; “I know nobody 
here but the Quran, and if, in order to defend her, I sink 
boas®, and nobl®, and the island itself, welcome 1 ” O 
course he brat; he was bound to. 

Now, what the Abolitionist is to know is the slave 
and if the Constitution and the Senate go to the'bottom, 
where they belong, so much the better (applause). It is 
the purpose; I don't care about yonr priucipl®; I don’t 
about what you think actually will go; I want yon 
to announce to the South, “ I mean to be there amid 
those hovels in that slave system; that is my goal; I am 
another Elisha Kane; the slave system is the North 
Pole; I will die, but I will reach it ” (applause). The 
moment I can plant that purpose and plant the willing- 
ess to avow it, I can say to Church and say to State, 

I know no use for either of you but to create noble 
len.” The Church, what is it? Tbe schoolmaster. 
The Government, what is that ? The schoolmaster. Sup¬ 
pose it has produced nothing but villains; why, then, the 
schoolmaster was a rogue. Sixty years of experience, 
twenty millions of people to teach, and they were so 
blind that they elected Franklin Pierce and Jam® Bu¬ 
chanan into office, and thought Caleb Cushing had a sonl 
(laughter)! 

Now, what 1 want is a purpose that shall avow itself. 

I admire Dr. Cheever (applause). If any of those coals 
that touched the lips of Isaiah have dropped down to our 
age, his tongue has felt the inspiration to be gathered from 
that fire (applause), and what I want from him is—I do 
not expect it from the mass®, but I want it from him, the 
leader—to tell tbe people what tbe great purpose, the 
great vertebra of their object and enterprise is to be; 


I want him to say to them, “ Inaugurate at home a spirit 
that, if necessary, shall affirm that the State Governments 
will defy the Federal Government, and yet not be_goilty 
of treason.” I want him to argue it fearlessly that this is 
revolution. 

I asked Gov. Chase onee, relative to that m®t touch¬ 
ing of all seen®, that most romantic of all hoars, that 
most heroic of all moments, that m®t Christian of all 
acts—the heroic love of that mother, Margaret Gamer, 
driven to bay before twenty millions of Christians, and 
having no shelter for her cradle but by giving back to 
God the child He bad lent bra—I asked him why he was 
not in Cincinnati at such an hour. He said, “ I told the 
sheriff, who bad her under charge, ‘ shut tbe door of tbat 
[ jai!; lock it and bolt it double; don’t you ever open it to 
a United Stat® officer or a United Stat® writ- 
applause) ; I will summon tbe whole militia of Ohio, I 
will snrronnd that jail with every man in the State tbat 
bear arms, before it shall be opened, at the bid¬ 
ding of the United Stat® ’ ” (loud applause). O, if be 
bad known, if he could have but known tbe sublime offer 
tbat God made him, at such a moment, to write bis name 
higher than any American ever wrote it—if he could 
have bran the instrument of precipitating the Buckeye 
State in an avalanche of thunderbolts against this 
spiracy at Washington.: But he ...got! He went up 
to Columbus, and the hour came—he was not there! 
That is the hour I want to have come; tbat is the public 
opinion that I want to prepare in yonr hearts, every one 
of you. 

Your State Governments, they are worth little or no¬ 
thing, except tbat we can make them garrisons for the 
anti slavery idea against the Federal Government. That 
is the SaxoD method of fighting—not with bullets. The 
French race has bowed to tbe sword; so bas the Italian ; 
and so of every race in Europe; we never have. The 
Dred Scott decision is more dreadful to me than all the 
Sharp’s rifl® that can be made. I mu9t raise you to the 
level of disobeying what tbe country rays is law. I must 
make you willing to go behind a parchment and say what 
isjustice. I must raise New York, Massachusetts^ Ohio 
and Wisconsin to the level of being glad of being called 
traitors. 

I know how eloquent Dr. Cheever is. There is ODly 
one word that he has not spoken; there is ODly one, and 
that anti-slavery Americans dare not speak; millions 
of them know it, but dare not utter it. It is like tbat 
moguificent fable of Vatbek, where the spirits were seen 
tbe giant Hall of Eblis, and every man held his band 
on the spot in his own heart, and no man dared to show 
it to his fellow. So it is with the Republican party 
every one holds his haDd over that hidden consciousness 
tbat this is a revolution, aed yet he dare not speak it to 
his fellow (applause). So we must avow it, that it is a 
revolution; we must avow it, that there i3 no constitu¬ 
tional allegiance left. 

The Lemmon case, rising from yonr State to Washing¬ 
ton, guaranteeing to the slaveholder the right to come 
and reside here a few months, is yet to complete the circle 
of Southern aggression, and then it is done; there is 
nothing left but to educate tbe North into the principle, 
the consciousness that she must trample law under foot. 

I want to muke Massachusetts say this, 1 want her to put 
it on her statute book, “ We will will obey no slave Jaw 
whatever; we will not allow it to be executed iu the 
Commonwealth ” (applause). I do not want pulses 
Fancuil Hall; I want them stereotyped into cold statutes 
oa the statute-book. I waut justic® of li-e peace, re¬ 
spectable meD, thinking of nothing but gain and office, to 
find it for their inltrest to disobey the slave law. 1 want 
to muke Massachusetts soil so hot that a slaveholder 
wnrfdsnrjR* down to his bjrtbalace . bell, than come 
to Massachusells (TaughteKahd applause;—noi wren me 
organized statute of the legal indignation of a million or 
people glad of an opportunity to show that they are 
traitors (applanse). 

Jonah BarringtoD says, in one of those hamorons 
sketches of Irish drunkards, that, in his youthful days, 
they used to have all the entranc® to the hous® padded a 
foot thick with cotton, in order tbat the drunken squires 
need not hurt Ihemsclv® as they tumbled about coming 
home (laughter). That has bran just the condition of 
American politi® for the last fifty years; every plain 
speech has bran covered np with cotton, so that nobody 
could hurt himself as he tumbled about intoxicated with 
the emoluments or hope of office. We have done this, 
however : We have torn off the padding, and they have 
to knock themselv® against the boards (laughter and 
applause). 

The struggle is half begun, aod we want to teach 
you, in these two days that we are going to weary yonr 
patience, the method, the channel into which we think 
our efforts should be directed. Don’t you fear, don't you 
dread that the South will ever go off aDd leave you. 
There is no such good time as that coming (laughter) 

As Mrs. Lydia Maria Child says, who ever heard of the 
town’s poor forsaking the town (laughter) ? You will 
iver hear of the South forsaking the Union. 

I heard an anecdote the other day; let me close with it, 
to show you how profound is her sense of her dependence 
the thrift and industry of the North for the very c 
forts of life. That rnrat eloquent of all Southerners, 
think, Mr. Prentiss, of Miss., was addressing a crowd of | 
4,000 people, defending the tariff, and, in tbe coarse 
of an eloquent period which rose gradually to some beauti¬ 
ful climax, he painted the thrift, the energy, the comfort, 
the wealth, tbe civilization of the North in glowing 
colours, when there rose up ou the vision o^the assembly, 
the open air, a horsemau of magnificent proportions; 
and, just at the moment of bushed attention, when tbe 
voice of Prentiss had ceased and the applause was about 
to break forth, tbe horseman exclaimed, “ ] 

North! ’’ The carse was so much in unison with the 
habitual feeling of a Mississippi audience that it quenched 
their enthusiasm, and nothing but respect for the speaker 
kept the crowd from applauding the horseman. Pren- 
turnc-d bis lame foot around aDd said, “Major 
Moody, will you rein in that steed a moment ? ” He as¬ 
sented. Said be, “ Major, the horse on wbicb you sit 
came from Upper Missouri; tbe saddle tbat surmounts 
from Trenton, N. J.; the hat on your head was 
made in Danbury, Conn.; the boots you wear came 
from Lynn, Mass.; tbe linen of your shirt is Irish, and 
Boston made it ap; your broadcloth coat is of Lowell 
manufacture; and was ent in New York ; and, if to-day, 
you surrender wbatyon owe tbe * d—n North,’ you would 
sit stark naked” (laughter and loud applause). 

Here closed the proceedings of the morning session, 
and the meeting adjourned till 7 1-2 o’clock in tbe evening. 
evenikg sessiox. 

At a quarter before 8 o’clock, tbe President called 
the meeting to order and immediately introduced, as the 
first speaker, the Rev. James R. W. Sloane, of the City 
of New York, pastor of one of the Reformed Presbyterian 
Church®, otherwise known as the Old Covenanter 
Obureh. The announcement was received with applause. 

SPEECH OF REY. MR. SLOANE. 

Mr. Chairman : I gladly accept the invitation to take 
part in the interrating- and important discussion on this 
occasion. I have Dot merely lent a willing acceptance to 
this invitation of the Executive Committee, but I am 
acting, as I trust, under an imperative sense of duty and 
in accordance with tbe command of Him who has said, 

“ Open thy mouth for the dumb, in the cause of all such 
as are appointed to destruction.” I have yielded to it the 
more readily because I understood it to be tendered not 
so much as a personal compliment to myself as a recogni¬ 
tion, to a certain extent, of the position that the ecclesias¬ 
tical body with which I am specially connected have, 
from the first, assumed, and, as I trust, have consistently 
Biaintftined, with regard to the great sin of American 


slavery and its bulwark, the Constitution of tbe United 
Stat® (loud applause). 

There are, sir, in other denominations, men who have 
battled and who are now battling nobly and manfully, and 
will, we trust, continue to the end to battle, against this 
stupendous conspiracy against the rights of man. There 
are other religions denominations, respectable for their 
numbers, for their influence aud for the purity of their - 
faith, that have borne a noble testimony, by excluding 
slaveholders from their fellowship. But Reformed Pres¬ 
byterians alone, or, as we are occasionally termed, Cove¬ 
nanters, Old School Covenanters, have divorced themselv® 
entirely from the system (applanse), not merely by ex¬ 
cluding slaveholders and all apologists and abettors of 
slavery from their communion, bnt by refusing to vote or 
hold office under a Government, or to swear to support a 
Constitution, that sanctions an evil so vile and so enor¬ 
mous (applause); and thus, sir, I think, we have earned the 
honour that, on tbe fore part of this day, was conferred 
upon us, of berng the only truly and really anti-slavery 
Chnrch. 

I need not here speak of tbe Covenanters. They have 
a history and the world knows it by heart. They have 
ever b®D characterized not more for the rigid orthodoxy 
of their creed than for their stern, uncompromising hog. 
tility against tyranny in every form, whether civil or 
eccl®iastical. But it may not be ami® to remind this 
nation of a feet that they either never knew or seem to 
have forgotten—that to the Covenanters of Scotland, not 
less than to the Puritans of England, they are indebted 
for all that is great and excellent in their institutions, for 
whatever of civil and religious liberty they eujoy, and for 
whatever of national greatness and glory they have 
achieved. 

On the subjeot of slavery, Reformed Presbyterians stood 
for years alone, and directly in tbe face of all the public 
and religious sentiment of tbe country. Still, confident 
that their position was the only true one, that in it was 
the only hope for the ultimate freedom of the slave and 
tbe ODly salvation for the Christian Chnrch from a system 
so foul and abominable, we have refused to swear the 
oath of allegiance to the Government of the United 
8tates, not, as some suppose, becanse we are anti-govern¬ 
ment men, for we believe Government to be a Divine 
ordinance; and of law we ray, no less than that its seat is 
tbe bosom of God, and its voice the harmony of the 
Universe; not becanse we are eDemi® to our country, for 
we are friends to onr country and take pride in all that is 
great and glorious in her institutions, in all that is excellent 
and magnificent in her sons; not becanse we are in favour 
of any other form of government, for we are republicans to 
man ; but simply because we would not, in accordance 
with our convictions of right, lift np our bands to Heaven 
and swear, in tbe great name of God Almighty, as wo 
shall answer to him in the great day, to support a Oon- 
stitntion tbat, in our judgment, ignores His very existence 
tramples on the authority of His Sou and refus® to recog¬ 
nise the biDdiDg obligation of flis eternal and immutable 
law—a Constitution tbat robs: jillionsof unoffending men, 
or that which is the same thing, permits them to bo tob' 
bed, of their just and inalienable rights. We have, sir’ 
ever stood opposed to the Government for this reason and 
for this reason alone. 

The progress of truth in this respect, us in others, bas 
been extremely slow, but we are cheered to-night by the 
reflection that those principles for which we contended 
for years alone, those principles which were only beard a 
few years since from a few obscure pulpits, like the voice 
of one crying in the wilderness, have become tbe platform 
of a powerful organization like this ; that tb®e principl® 
are now boldly maintained and advocated by men who 
have made this subject the study of their lives— by men 
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- oninion on the subject—by men to whom, when they 
speak, tbe world listens. 

This Anti-Slavery Society bas flung its banner to tbe 
eeze, and on its folds is inscribed no sneb miserable 
motto as this, “ Uaion, even with slavery, now and for¬ 
ever,” bnt they have inscribed upon their banner this, 
u Onr object is, primarily and comprehensively, uncom¬ 
promisingly to effect the immediate, total aud eternal 
overthrow of slavery ou American soil (applause); to con¬ 
front and oppose every sect aDd every party that seeks to 
pnrehase success at the expense of human liberty. Onr 
motto is, ‘No Union with slaveholders, politically or 
ecclesiastically ’ ’’ (applanse). 

Why, that is tbe very motto, Mr. Ohairman, that our 
fathers inscribed on the banner of the covenant when they 
first unfurled it on the shor® of the W®tern world. ■ “ No 
politically or ecclesiastically, with tyrants ” bas 
ever been the motto of Covenanters. It is, then, no new 
or strange position in which I find myself to-night, as far 
as this snbject is concerned; these are the identical priuci¬ 
pl® that I was taught in my youth, tbat I have embraced 
in my manhood, and that, living or dying, I hope to abide 
by (applause). “ No union with tyrants, politically or 
ecclesiastically.” Why,'I feel, Mr. Chairman, tbat the 
old platform is still beneath my feet, and that tbe old 
banner of blue is still waiving above my head (applanse). 

As a Church, Reformed Presbyterians have ever main¬ 
tained and ever advocated the total and immediate and 
eternal overthrow of slavery. 

I shall not stop here to prove that slavery is a sin, a 
sin of no ordinary, but of enormous magnitude. Such it 
is declared and felt to be by every conscience that is not 
seared as with a hot iron ; snch it is declard and felt to be 
by the universal moral sense of the world; such it is 
declared to be by the word of God, save in the miserable 
interpretations of pro-slavery Church® and pro-slavery 
divin® (applanse). Convince me that slavery is no sin— 
slavery as it has been, slavery as it is, slavery as it has 
come under my own observation, slavery as it ever must 
be—and I shall be convinced that there is no such thing 
as sia or sinners in the universe; I shall be convinced 
that this world, which we have looked npon as sin-cursed 
and sin-scarred, is, after all, a perfect paradise of bliss, 
that mankind are angels instead of fallen beings, and tbat 
we ministers may lay aside onr profession—our occupation 
is gone. Bat, Mr. Chairman, it is not ao. There i, -A 
a thing in the universe of God as sin; and if there be me 
sin more horrible aud hideous than another, if there be 
one sin more certainly pursued by tbe avenging furi® 
than another, if there be one sin against which, more 
than another, the tremendous fiery curs® of God’s law 
are levelled, that sin is slavery—the sum of all villani®, 
the most atrocious system that ever trampled on the right 
of man, or warred against the throne and monarchy of 
God. Why, it is an insult to the moral sense of the 
world to try to prove it a sin—an insult to the minds of 
the slaveholders themselves. Have we not beard slave- 
holders sneer at ministers of the Gospel who tried to jwove 
from reason and from Scripture that slavery is right ? 
They knew it was a lie, only the more contemptible 
becanse falling from clerical lips. 

Now, sir, wbat is the object of this Society and the 
object of that Society which I have the honour to repre¬ 
sent ? It 13 to effect the total, immediate and eternal 
overthrow of this great evil; it is to eradicate it from 
American soil, not to leave toe stump of its roots in toe 
earth with band of iron and of brass; it is to gather it 
np and cast it, like a great millstone, into the sea, 
that its place shall be found no more at all- If 
there ever was a sin that required or demanded such 
treatment as this, that system is American slavery. As 
re its fruits. When our fathers admitted it 
to a place in the Government, they sowed dragon’s teeth, 
and we reap a harvest of armed men ; they sowed the 
wind, and we reap toe whirlwind ; they planted a vine 
that was a vine of Sodom and of toe fields of Gomorrah, 
and we, their children, are eating the grap® that are 
grap® of gore and of clusters tbat are bitter. 
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SPEECH OF MR. FROTHINGHAM.^^ 

There is no sadder story among the fahles d hter of 
than that of Cassandra. She was ibe f **l monTed of ber 
Priam, king of Troy. f 3 Svination, by which 
beauty, bestowed upon her the ^ ach of 

she was enabled to foresee and fo , . _ 

future events; but when she refa y ‘ e ’ 

he added to the gift the fatal qnaMcation that her pre 
dictions never should be believed. And so, when the 
Grecian armies encamped about the walls of Troy, and 
she. with certain vision, descried the shadowy advance of 
disaster, announced beforehand the calamities that were 
to befall, and passionately implored her countrymen to 
hear her prophetic words, the infatuated people laughed 
her to scorn as one who was beside herself, and even her 
kingly father regarded her as a maniac, whose ravings 
were dangerous to the state. She had the satisfaction of 
knowing that her words were inspired ; but she had the 
terrible grief of anticipating every blow, and of being 
sure that it was ont of her power to avert the stroke. 

The position of the anti-slavery men in America has 
presented a striking parallel to that of the ancient pro¬ 
phetess of Troy. Like her, they Beem to have received 
the gift of divination. Like her, in the exercise of that 
gift, they have been practically frustrated by the disbelief 
of men. Each new approach of evil they foresaw as it 
loomed up, dark and shadowy, from the abyss of the 
Future: each new assault they predicted in confident 
words ; each new prediction was received with obstinate 
unbelief; and thongh their presentiments were in every 
instance verified by the event, still the popular incredulity 
turned a dear ear to their warning cry, and they were 
left to stand alone, like drivelling maniacs shouting 
against the wind. But the popular infatoation by no 
means weakens their faith in their own premonitions. 
Still, they stand alone, if it mu3t be so, the prophets of 
disaster, discerning in the coming time yet further ag¬ 
gressions of the Slave Power, the admission of Kansas as 
a Slave State, the invasion of Nebraska, Oregon, Central 
America and New Mexico, the subjugation of Texas, the 
seizure of Cuba, the opening of the Slave Trade, and the j 
ultimate establishment of a vast slave empire in the West. 

If anticipations like these seem wild and visionary, it 
is more because they are too terrible to be believed than 
because they are too ill-grounded to be just. There is » 
vague trust in Providence that will not allow us to expect 
the worst—a trust that is wise as a feeling, but extremely i 
unwise as a judgment—a trust that does not criticise or 
reason, and which may be to the saddest degree delusive 
by making ns forgetful of our own responsibility, and 
to the actual forces of human wickedness, and presump¬ 
tuous in view of the vigorous and incessant activity of 
organized wrong. 

Let us look, for a few moments, at some of the broader 
indications of our Fnlnre, as they lio before oar actual 
notice. Let ns go back bat a single year, and call to 
mind only the more conspicuous events which have trans¬ 
pired. It was very soon after oar last anniversary, only 
twelve days after, that Mr. Sumner delivered, in the I 
Senate at Washington, his masterly speech upon Kansas 
—a speech that sounded like a voice from the whole 
Northern country, loud, strong, aggressive, a declaration 
of war against a system of barbarism. Bat it was not 
that speech, nor was it any speech uttered by free lips, that. 
brought the slavery question so boldly into the balls of 
Congress. Mr. Sumner fonna it already there, introduced 
there not by him, nor by any other representative of the 
free States, but by the friends of the Slave Power, now 
become so strong and so audacious aa to fear no discus¬ 
sion, protest or vote ; with plans so ripe and resources bo 
large that they courted a provocation to open war. 
Slavery was not dragged into Congress for judgment by 
the intrepidity of Northern Senators; it marched in de¬ 
liberately, with its bills removing the Missouri restriction, 
and its constitutions establishing slavery in Kansas; it 
stalked In with pistol and bludgeon, practically asserting 
iU rights to supremacy by beating opposition into bloody 
unconsciousness, and triumphantly accepting testimonials 
of patriotism from its lords and constituencies. 

Since the assanlt upon Senator Snmner, the country 
has been ringing with the word slavery. Bnt in which 
interest has that cry been raised T Mainly, it will be 
granted, in the interest of the South. The claims of 
slavery, instead of being withdrawn, have beou more 
arrogantly pressed. Southern politicians and newspapers 
have assumed a loftier tone; not deigning now to 
apologize for their favourite institution, bnt openly 
defending it, on moral anil religions as well as on indus¬ 
trial and financial grounds; contending that, as a system, 
it is not only pardonable, bat wise ; not only patriarchal, 
bat benefioent; not only natural, bnt repernatnral, Cbria 
tian and tuper-Chrlstlan ; a thing to be secured and oher- 
ishea —<—■»-•» . « iMneap excellent as that all means 

of sustaining it are justifiable by law 
iwiiM or tno oenlgnant slave trade is openly advocated 
by respectable presses. Republicanism is pronounced a 
failure, labour in all classes a degradation, the grand ab¬ 
stractions of the Gospel are self-evident falsehoods, and 
the axioms of history are the weakest of delusions. This, 
certaioly, does not look much like the triumph of free 
sentiments. 

Does the history of the Kansas Investigation disclose 
anything like fear or shame in the propagandists of 
slavery ? What must we think of the moral condition of 
the country in which such transactions pas* quietly along 
without revolution? Which spirit was prevailing in the 
nation when the disgraceful debates upon tbe reports of 
the Kansas Committee were exciting tbe surprise and 
roaring the wrath of every land in Christendom except

Then came the Presidential campaign —a campaign 
an paralleled in the history of the country for the distinct¬ 
ness and tbe magnitude of its issues—in tbe whole course 
of which, one and but one great idea was made prominent 
—a campaign which was regarded as a simple battle be 
tween Northern and Sonthern ideas, fought, as bravely as 
Northern men dared, upon an imperial scale. Shall a 
region large enough for three kingdoms be slave or free! 
This was the matter ostensibly in debate. The efforts 
made on either ride were prodigtoue. Money flowed in 
rivers. The press deluged the country with publications, 
tracts, addresses in every spoken tongue. On the Northern 
side appeared champions such as had never before entered 
the lists of political disenssion. Senators whose names 
were a praise in all months, whose courage had roused 
the enthusiasm of the masses to an extraordinary pitch, 
men of letters, authors of wide celebrity, poets of exten¬ 
sive fame, left their retirement and devoted months of 
time and toil to the instruction and rousing of the peo¬ 
ple. Clergymen, not only in pnipits which rang with the 
theme, bnt oa the platform and the stamp, contributed 
the weight of their professional character and eloquence 
to the popular cause. Never were such multitudes ad¬ 
dressed by such speakers in such lofty and persuasive 
strain. Never were snch appeals made to the popular 
heart. The murderous assault upon Senator Snmner had 
done all that could be done to open men’s eyes to tbe 
temper of the Slave Power, and to fire their blood with 
holy rage at its dastardly insolence. The ruffian code of 
X: ■ - was daily administered by brutal officials, under 
tbe direction of judges more infamous than ever disgraced 
s beach. Assassinations of Northern people, merely Ire 
cause they were Northern people and were suspected ot 
Northern prejudices, were frequent in open day, and were 
unavenged. Property was destroyed by fire and by pil¬ 
lage. Towns were sacked. Men and women were kept 
under arms night and day to protect themselves and their 
families from assault. The Government connived at all 
these atrocities, sent its musketeers into a legislative 
assembly to dissolve it by force of military authority, re- 
fnsed aid to the imploring citizens, and for the manifold 
wrongs inflicted wonid grant no redress. AU this and 
more the Northern orators had to tell. Their only diffi¬ 
culty arose from the superabundance of their materials, 
for the story was fresh every day. To select the )>e*t 
arguments where all were overwhelming, to choose the 
most cogent faets where each one seemed decisive in its 
undeniableness and crushing from its weight, was no easy 
task. Add to all this a candidate of spotless character, 
and national fame acquired not on the field of political 
warfare, but in the pursuit of scientific enterprise, an in¬ 
trepid explorer, whom foreign savants delighted to honour. 
And we must certainly grant the cause of freedom in the 
United States had such an opportunity and such a political 
advocacy as it never had before, and is not likely, under 
Providence, to have again. If there was anything in 
wholesale injury and in wholesale insults, in oppressive 
wrongs cruelly inflicted, and in the most copious disdain , 
spit forth upon our favourite institutions and our loved 
civilization—if there was anything in savage menace and :
